The Emperor William. 
So the German Emperor has revisited us, and 
Englishmen have been united in welcoming him 
and wishing him well. Feeling here has changed 
not a little since it was common talk that if the 
young Kaiser ventured to show himself in London 
he would behissed. Another, and à more rational, 
view of his character has now replaced -the 
popular idea of him as an overbearing, undutiful, 
апа not too serupulous young man, and the finer 
outlines of his character are now familiar to 
every newspaper reader in this country. The 
private glimpse one gets of him is not a little in 
accord with his public form. ‘The earlier talk 
about the influence of the beautiful Countess of 
Waldersee has ceased, and the Emperor is 
recognised às a 
Model Husband and Father. 

A tremendous worker, sparing himself no more 
than he spares his Ministers, devoted to his 
army—which he is, perhaps, too fond of inspect- 
ing and drilling—and to social reforms, the young 
Emperor is practically his own Chancellor, the 
active head of the great bureaucratic régime 
known as the German Govermment. Of course, 
опе hears that he is over-impetuous, and that he 
makes frequent mistakes; while there is no doubt 
that the over-confidence of youth is carried in 
his person to a pitch which makes the greybeards 
who still Jook back оп Bismarck’s rule with 
regret shake their heads over the future. But 
that is not the general impression, and the more 
hopeful views of the Kaiser's future are confirmed 
by the knowledge that the Dismarck of the last 
ten years was an intolerable person. While as to 
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Count Herbert, Heaven forfend that апу monarch 
should be compelled totrust himself tothat gentle- 
man'stender mercies! With much of his father's 
ability, Bismarck the younger combines all his 
ferocious egotism and an added brusqueness 
and insensitiveness of his own. Such a rule 
was intolerable to the Emperor's high spirit. 
And he was right in breaking it. "William II. 
belongs to the coming age, not to the dying 
past—as, with all his greatness, does Bismarck. 
So all good go with the most popular of European 
monarchs—the only man among them who has 
had the courage to stand on the rights of labour! 
He is what the Frenchman calls ‘‘ bon garcon "— 
he loves the people. And— Royalty apart— 
what better claim can a man have on an English- 
man’s goodwill? 

I believe, by the way, that a good deal of the 
change that has come over the young Emperor s 
feelings in regard to this country is due to 


The Tact of the Prince of Wales. 


Time was when William II. aud his English 
uncle were far from being on good terms. On 
his side young William did not disguise his 
hatred of Englishmen, and there were some queer 
stories going the rounds of the brusque way in 
which this sentiment used to find expression. 
'The quarrel arose largely out of the differences— 
now happily healed—between the Emperor and 
his mother, perhaps one of the most remarkable 
women of her day. Now ће Emperor and his 
mother's family are on the best of terms, and all 
goes merry as a marriage bell. It was the Prince 
of Wales, I believe, who first began to smooth 
matters over; and another factor in the recon- 
ciliation was the Kaiser's admiration of the 
English Fleet and of allthings that appertain to 
the sailor's calling. | 

There is already a pretty vigorous squabble 
going on about the 


Sir Lintorn Simmons Mission to Rome 
over the Maltese mixed marriages. To my mind, 
Lord Salisbury has made a serious mistake, which, 
Tam told, he is now anxious to remedy or undo. 
But I confess I cannot see the marvellous dis- 
tinction between the Simmons Mission and the 
Errington Mission. I have a pretty keen memory 
of the stormy scenes which used to occur in the 
House over the latter question. How angry Mr. 
Gladstone used to get—angry, that is to say, in 
his grand way; not with the petty temper to 
which some younger statesmen that I could 
name are addicted! But I confess I always 
thought the Irishmen were right, and Mr. Glad- 
stone was wrong. The object of sending Sir 
George Errington —a dapper, well - combed, 
masher-like gentleman —to Rome at all, if 
object it had, was very much Lord Salisbury’s 
object now. It was to have a voice in appoint- 
ments to bishoprics, and to keep Catholic Ireland 
from getting too Nationalist. It was for that 
reason that Archbishop Walsh’s appointment 
was so sturdily resisted, and for that reason Mr. 
O'Brien and Mr. Healy wrote some of the most 


flaming articles in United Ireland. I don’t blame 
them. They were fighting then for what they 
are fighting now—the spiritual freedom of their 
nation. But for the life of me I can't see why 
Mr. Gladstone need trouble himself to show 
the essential difference between his attitude to the 
Vatican in the ‘‘ eighties’? and Lord Salisbuty’s 
in the ** nineties." Both statesmen were trying to 
compass the same end by very much the same 


means. 
The Czar and the Jews. 


Public opinion has been a good deal excited 
here over the threatened expulsion of a million 
and a quarter Jews from Russia. Тһе extra- 
ordinary thing is that the Czar, who has the 
reputation of being personally a kindly, good- 
natured sort of family man, should have given 
his assent to this monstrous piece of villany. 
But then, nothing is extraordinary in Russia. 
You never know what is going to happen. 
Fancy a country in which no newspapers may 
be read which don't express the views of the 
offieials! І have seen probably 
half a dozen copies of the Times as 
they are allowed to pass the official 
censor—with half a dozen columns 
disfigured with a huge patch of 
what looks like lamp-black. In 
reality, the Czar knows nothing. 
Count Tolstoi and the rest of the 
reactionists manage everything for 
him. He is the simple lever—the 
cruel remorseless lever, it is true— 
that moves the whole machinery of 
wrong. 

What one wonders is that a 
Government like Russia, poor to 
the last degree, should have dared 
to offend such a nation as the 
Jews by such an attack on the 
entire race. The Jewish bankers 
are not like our Christian money- 
lenders; they are not so utterly 
careless of the persons to whom 
they lend. In every Jewish banker's 
room in Europe a black mark wiil 
have been set against the monarch 
who had thus constituted himself 
the enemy of the nation of the Roth- 
schilds. But there comes in the 
hopeless impracticability of the 
Russian government. There is a 
fanatical indifference to everything 
but the blind passion of the moment 
in your Russian autocrat, who has, 
happily, no counterpart in Europe, 
or, indeed, the wide world over.

Then he delighted everybody with his 
masterly William III., in ** Clancarty’’; then he 
did wonders as Old Hayes, in “© Arkwright’s 
Wife" ; and how well he played in ** Claudian "' 
and other pieces! His Judah is a wonderful bit 
of acting, and his Cyrus Blenkarn was very 
original. Rumour says he means to play Iago 
before long. He would play it well, I am sure. 
His rich, melodious, and expressive voice is one 
of his most attractive gifts. I question if any 
other actor has so musical a voice. Mr. Willard 
is an accomplished man, taking interest in music, 
art, and literature; and he is one of the actor- 
managers who is willing to see another performer 
do his best. Few actors have won so good a 
position at thirty-five years of age. 


Mrs. Keeley. 


That delightful old lady Mrs. Keeley, I see, 
was present at the festivities connected with the 
new Ipswich Theatre. It was an appropriate 
visit, for the popular actress, who was a Miss 
Goward, was born there in 1806, so that this cele- 
brated stage favourite is eighty-four years of age. 
Her husband died іп 1869. Mrs. Keeley was in 
her youthful days an extremely pleasing singer, 
and her first appearance was as Rosina in an 
operetta thus named at the Lyceum Theatre in 
1825, so that her stage memories go back for 
sixty-five years, Mrs. Keeley was associated 
with the memorable performance of Weber's

But she had an exquisite vein 
of pathos also, and as Smike in the adaptation 
of ** Nicholas Nickleby " at the Adelphi Theatre 
in 1838, Mrs. Keeley acted with such truth to 
nature and genuine pathos as to make the part a 
very striking one. She played Jack Sheppard in 
a way that has never been forgotten; and her 
Mrs. Perybingle in ** The Cricket on the Hearth ” 
was as charming as her Clemency Newcome in 
“ The Battle of Life” was eccentric and humor- 
ous. Her last appearance on the stage was at 
Drury-Lane, May 15, 1878, for the benefit of 
Mrs. Alfred Mellon.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


OwneER.— When a deed involving property has been 
once executed, it must not be altered on any account 
whatever. If the terms of a deed have to be varied, 
another deed should be executed. ‘The same remark 
applies to wills, Nothing cau be more dangerous or 
more likely to lead to litigation than for a testator, 
after his will has been duly executed and witnessed, 
to make some alterations in the instrument itself by 
striking out words or inserting others. 


LopGrr.—A Lodger finds that his goods are dis- 
trained upon for the rent due from his landlord. In | 
such a case as this the Act of 1871, to protect the 
goods of lodgers, fortunately applies. 'Гһе lodger | 
should serve upon the superior landlord or the 
person levying the distress a declaration in writing, 
made by the lodger, stating that the lodger's imme- 
diate landlord (i.e. the tenant of the whole house) 
has no right or beneficial interest in the furniture or 
goods distrained upon or threatened to be distrained 
upon, and that such furniture and goods are the 
property or in the lawful possession of the lodger, 
and stating what rent (if any) is due from the lodger, 
апа for what period. The lodger may pay to the 
superior landlord or broker the rent (if any) due 
from the lodger. An inventory must be ап- 
nexed to the declaration. То make а false de- 
claration is a criminal offence. If after payment 
of the rent (if any) due from the lodger the 
superior landlord proceeds with the distress on 
the furniture or goods of the lodger, the superior 
landlord or broker is guilty of an illegal distress, and 
the lodger should apply to a Justice of the Peace for 
&n order for restoration of the goods.

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Hrs Imperial Majesty the German Emperor, accom- 
panied by his Royal Highness Prince Heury of 
Prussia, arrived at Osborne last Monday on board 
the Imperial yacht Hoheuzollern. The Solent during 
the Royal Yacht Squadron week is always a remark- 
able spectacle, but it never looked more glorious than 
it did on Monday morning, when the guns of the 
Irene boomed over the tide, enveloping her with 
a cloud of smoke. This was when the vessels 
were abredst of Osborne, aud the signal had 
been made to the Queen on the terrace that 
the Hohenzollern had come, and a welcome had 
been returned from the flagstaff there. Now the 
Volage guard-ship in the roads fired a Royal salute 
of greeting to the strangers, and then the vessels 
dropped anchor. First came the Hohenzollern, 
painted white, with yellow funnels, and gilded 
ornamentatiou at the stern, upon the bows, and on 
the upper parts of the paddle-boxes. 

The Imperial standard of Germany then on the 
mainmast was exchanged for the flag of our own 
Admiral of the Fleet; and, by-and-bye, when the 
glasses enabled one to discover the Emperor upon 
the quarter-deck, it was seen that he was wearing 
the uniform of an English Admiral of the Fleet. 
Prince Henry, who stood near him, was in the 
uniform of a German Captain of the Navy. On 
board the yacht also were Count Hatzfeldt, the 
German Ambassador, and Captain Havenclever, 
naval attaché. The Hohenzollern looked small 
by comparison with the Victoria and Albert, and not 
superior to the Osborne, which lay near—both the 
Queen’s yachts being, like everything else afloat, 
gaily dressed with a full equipment of bunting, 
beginning at the bowsprit, making a line from truck 
to truck, and finishing only at the stern. Тһе Irene 
took up her position at some cables’ length aside the 
Imperial yacht, and a gallant - looking cruiser, of 
the modern ram - nosed type, she undoubtedly 
is—innocent enough in her white outside, but 
showing signs of sharp teeth, to come into 
use when the bite follows the bark. As the 
Hohenzollern approached the Royal yacht Alberta, 
which had on board the Prince of Wales, in 
the undress uniform of a Field-Marshal; the Duke 
of Connaught, in the Colonel’s uniform of the Rifle 
Brigade, of which the 4th Battalion was told off at 
Osborne as a guard of honour; Prince Christian, also 
in military uniform; and Admiral Sir John Edmund 
Commerell, Commander of the Naval Station, there 
were hearty greetings exchanged, and it was under- 
stood that the Prince of Wales was formally inviting 
his nephew to come ashore. 

At Osborne iiouse his Majesty was received by the 
Queen, the Princess of Wales, and other Princesses. 
‘The rest of the day was spent en famille. 


Тһе Emperor William was created а Knight of the 
Garter several years ago, und Prince Henry of 
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Prussia, who received the blue ribbon last year, was 
made a G.C.B. in 1881. 


The German Empress and her five sons have left 
Sassnitz, on the island of Rügen, and are now stay- 
ing at Wilhelmshohe, near Cassel, where the young 
Princes are to remain for some weeks. 


The Prince of Wales is to arrive at Homburg on 
Sunday week, and he intends to stay there until 
Sept. 5 ог 6, after which he goes to Kiel for the 
German naval manceuvres, and then to Denmark. 


The Duke of Clarence and Avondale, who has 
been recruiting his health at Scarborough, where he 
stayed at the Royal Hotel, is to arrive at Kirriemuir 
next Monday morning from York, on his way to visit 
Lord and Lady Airlieat Cortachy, where he will stay 
for a few days before going north to Braemar, wherc 
he isto be the guest of the Duke and Duchess of 
Fifeat New Mar Lodge. Тһе Duke will afterwards 
pay а visit to the Queen at Balmoral, and at the 
beginning of next month he is going abroad to 
Germany and Denmark. 


The naval manceuvres offer ample opportunity for 
testing the utility of our fleet of torpedo-boats in 
warfare. Hence the publication of our “Hen and 
Chickens" Illustration on the front page. The 
rough idea of this year’s naval manceuvres is that 
gallant Admiral 'l'ryon sails from Plymouth to dis- 
perse the hostile fleet which has gathered to smash 
up our merchant traders as they make their way out 
of the English Channel, and across the Bay of 
Biscay. All the ships engaged are forbidden to 
approach within five miles of any foreign shore, and 
there is to be no repetition of previous years’ attacks 
upon coast towns and estuaries. On Monday after- 
noon ten torpedo-boats, belonging to the squadron 
stationed at Alderney, arrived off St. Peter’s, Guern- 
sey, and, after manceuvring for some time, brought 
up in the roadstend. Опе stenmed into the harbour, 
but the other nine, after being at anchor for three 
hours, started in the direction of Jersey. 

Parliament still sits. In the House of Commons 
the other day, Mr. Chaplin informed Mr. Howell 
that he had arranged for à Departmental Committee 
to see how far the sufferings of cattle on their passage 
to this country could be mitigated. Mr. Stanhope 
informed the House that he had asked the Com- 
mander-in-Chief to examine the cases of the six 
Guardsmen who had been sentenced by the recent 
court-martial, including their subsequent behaviour 
in prison, with the view of considering whether some 
remission of the senteuces should not be granted. 

Bank Holiday was very generally celebrated on 
Monday, and the streets of every part of London 
were crowded with people who flocked in thousands 
to popular places of suburban resort. Every park 
and common in and around the Metropolis had large 
numbers of visitors, and there was an immense traffic 
on the river and on all the railways. 


Тһе Belgian Laermann, who caused the death of 
Mrs. Marshall Hall by illegal treatment, was con- 
victed of manslaughter at the Central Criminal 
Court on Saturday. Mr. Justice Grantham expressed 
his surprise that Lieutenant De Ponthieu had not 
been included in the prosecution, as he considered 
that the evidence would have sustained a charge 
against him. The jury, in their verdict, said they 
thought that both Lieutenant De Ponthieu and Mrs. 
Grandt should have been charged with the prisoner. 


Laermann was sentenced to fifteen years’ penal 
servitude. 


M‘Caffray, the Canadian bridge-jumper, leapt into 
the Charles River at Boston on Sunday, from a height 
of 150 ft., and was instantly killed. He had just 
before successfully performed the feat of jumping 
into the river from a height of 75 ft. 


The French fasting man, M. Jacques, broke his 
fast on Saturday in public on the stage of the Royal 
Aquarium, after an entire abstention from food of 
1008 hours. In recognition of his fast of forty-two 
days he was presented with the gold medal of the 
Aquarium Society. He lost in weight 281b. 3oz., 
his weight on June 21 having been 138 Ib. 2 oz., and 
his diminished weight on Saturday 1091b. 15 oz., 
being 61b. less than Succi at the end of forty days. 
The bulletin issued by Mr. Robins, the surgeon in 
attendance, stated his pulse as 66, his temperature 
as 98deg. Fahrenheit, and his general condition as 
weak, but his mental state cheerful. During his 
fast he has taken less than the 2} oz. of his 
mysterious powder to which he restricted himself at 
the outset; and & week's attack of gout and some 
disturbed nights must have increased the strain 
upon his physical system. His feat has been re- 
solutely accomplished, and no doubt has been cast 
upon the reality of thé performance. 


About eight o'clock on the night of the Ist inst. 
the wife of Dr. Knowlson Townsend, of 168, Lewis- 
ham High-road, was fcund lying dead at 14, Park- 
road, New-cross, by the side of the corpse of à man 
locally known as Dr. Delmer, the surrounding cir- 
cumstances, so far as they could be ascertained, 
indicating death by poison. It subsequently trans- 
pired that Delmer was & Mr. De la Motte, an 
intimate friend of the Townsends. Dr. Townsend 
was on the eve of taking his wife and children to 
America.  Prussic acid seems to have been the 
immediate cause of death, and it was at first thought 
that a secret attachment between Mrs. Townsend 


. and De la Motte had rendered the idea of separation 


unendurable. An inquest on Saturday—adjourned 
for a week—threw little light on the subject, but it 
has been suggested that De la Motte may have given 
poison to Mrs. Townsend in the disguise of an 
ordinary beverage, and that there was nothing in the 
tragedy reflecting on the good name of the lady. 


Yet another tragedy that is shronded in mystery 
is that in which two men, William Lambert, aged 
forty-five years, a carman, lately residing at 23, 
Felton-street, Hoxton, and Walter Wheeler, aged 
thirty-five years, a horsekeeper, lately of 85, Hert- 
ford-road, Kingsland, died from the effects of pistol- 
shots alleged to have been fired by a man named 
Walter Alfred Hargan, of 5, Southgate-road. ‘There 
seems to have been a quarrel outside a public house, 
the Waggon and Horses, in Kingsland, and Hargan 
shot the two unfortunate men above mentioned, and 
was nearly lynched in consequence. A coroner’s jury 
brought in a verdict of wilful murder against Hargan, 
although five out of the eighteen jurymen were 
opposed to so strong a decision, some wanting it to 
be called manslaughter and others justifiable homi- 
cide. It will thus be seen that the whole matter is 
at present in uncertainty.

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BERMUDA. 


Tur Second Battalion of the Grenadier Guards, 
under their able and considerate new Colonel, will 
find their harmony quite restored, we trust, by 
the time they reach Bermuda. ‘The girls they 
have left behind them may be comforted to know 
that Bermuda is a pleasant place to Шуе in. Its 
climate is one of the most pleasant and salubrious 
in the world, and it is a favourite winter resort 
of visitors from America, who go there as Euro- 
peans do to Madeira or Teneriffe. There is a 
group or cluster of many small islands, situated 
in the western part of the Atlantic Ocean, 
about latitude 32 deg. 15 min. north of the 
Equator, and longitude 64 deg. 51 min. west of 
Greenwich, nearly 2900 miles from England, 677 
from New York, 730 from Halifax, Nova “rotia, 
580 from Cape Hatteras, North Carolina, the 
nearest point of North America, and about 800 
from the nearest of the West Indian islands. Its 
name is derived from the Spanish mariner Juan 
Bermudes, who discovered it in 1515, but it was 
long called the Somers Islands, from Admiral 
Sir George Somers, who was wrecked there in 
1609, and who died there. Having been taken 
possession of in the name of King James I., it 
was granted to the Virginia Company, but has 
since 1681 been a Crown Colony, and is one of 
the most important British naval stations, being 
halfway between Halifax, the headquarters of 
the North American squadron, and the West 
Indies. 

The chief islands—St. George’s Island, 
Hamilton Island, Long Island, Somerset, Wat- 
ford, Boaz, and Ireland Island—which are well 
inhabited, form a chain or oval ring about 
twenty-four miles long, but no part of which is 
more than a mile and a half broad, and are con- 
nected with each other by causeways or bridges. 
These, with other smaller isles, composed of 
submarine sandhills and coral reefs, enclose wide 
spaces of the sea, with several deep channels and 
inlets forming good harbours. The highest hills, 
on the largest island, are only 240 ft. in elevation ; 
there are no rivers or streams, and little fertile soil. 
The population numbers about 6000 Europeans, 
and 9000 negroes or mulattoes. The chief town 
is Hamilton, in a central position on the principal 
island; but St. George, formerly the capital, at 
the north-east extremity, has a port of some 
trade, and one that is much frequented as a 
harbour of refuge. The Royal Dockyard and 
other naval establishments are on Ireland Island, 
the approach to which is strongly fortified ; Boaz 
and Watford Islands are exclusively occupied by 
military dépóts and garrisons. We hope that 
the Grenadier Guards will find comfortable 
quarters there, and will not long regret their 
peremptory removal from London.

Prunes for the Little Ones, 


I am always on the look-out for some receipt, 
novel, easy to make, and not very expensive, tor 
a pudding for the benefit of my housekeeping 
friends. Here is one made of prunes, which 
ought to be nice for the children's dinner. 
Beat up the yolks of six eggs, and the whites of 
three. Take four spoonfuls of flour, a pinch of 
salt, and a spoonful of powdered ginger; mix 
them well with half a cupful of milk.

AUSTRIA'S 


AUSTRIA'S FUTURE RULERS. 
BY EDITH SELLERS. 


The Archduke Charles Louis, 


heir to the crowns of Austria and Hungary since 
the tragic death of the Crown Prince, occupies a 
peculiar position in Europe to-day.» As the future 
Emperor- King, he is a personage of importance ; 
and yet, in the empire he will one day rule 
over, his political influence is absolutely nil. 
No Minister would ever dream of consulting his 
views or wishes in framing any measure: prob- 
ably it would never occur to him that the Arch- 
duke had either views or wishes in the matter. 
He is the silent member of the feast; for, amid 
all the excitement which of late years has raged 
in Austria, he has never pronounced an opinion 
upon any subject of political importance. 
Although in the prime of life—he is only fifty- 
seven—he is an old man in appearance, with the 
stately bearing and courteous manners that 
recall, in some subtle fashion, a more ceremonious 
age. He has all the scorn of a medieval Grand 
Seigneur for this noisy, bustling nineteenth 
century of ours, and turns, with something near 
akin to pain, from the present to find in the past 
his ideals of life and men. As a devout Catholic, 
he considers the position of the Pope a scandal ;

as а Hapsburg, he hates the very name Constitu- 
tionalism ; while, as a man—a kindly, generous 
one too—he regards the present strained rela- 
tions between classes with horror. То him time, 
indeed, seems out of joint, and no one is more 
conscious than himself that he is powerless to 
set it right. It is now thirty years since he 
withdrew from public life—withdrew because the 
Zeitgeist was too strong for him. The democratic 
notions his countrymen had adopted were repug- 
nant to every instinct of his nature; and, as he 
was helpless among them, he stood aside to 
wait for the time when they would see their 
folly. He is waiting still. 


Charles Louis was Born 
in 1833, and was thus sixteen when the Revolution 
placed his eldest brother on the throne. Тһе 
event made little difference to the boy's life, for, 
as soon as it was accomplished, his father, the 
Archduke Charles Francis, hurried him away 
from Vienna, lest he too, like his eldest brother, 
should be touched by that (to him) incarnation of 
all evil—Liberalism. Тһе old gentleman was re- 
solved to guard his younger children from con- 
tagion: they, at least, should be Hapsburgs in 
very deed. Не strove, successfully too, to train 
them in the strictest tenets of their ancestors,

influence on the mind of Charles Louis which 
they have neverlost. Fortunately, his mother, 
Sophia of Bavaria, was а woman of uncommon 
good sense ; and she, in a kindly human fashion, 
contrived in some degree, at least, to counteract 
the effect of the Archduke's incessant railing 
against the spirit of the age. She was an 
indefatigable worker among the poor, and it was 
while accompanying her from cottage to cottage 
that Charles Louis made his first 


Acquaintance with Poverty and Suffering. 


He was a bright handsome lad in those days, 
possessed of talents of no common order, mental 
refinement, however, rather than strength being 
his characteristic. Although his tastes were 
literary and artistic more than warlike, he 
received a semi-military training ; and, when he 
was twenty, he was appointed Governor of Galicia. 
He soon became immensely popular in the 
province, a result to which perhaps his

In fact, no music 
or dancing license is required whatever, and 
every public-house in the town has its “ Har- 
monic room," which is strongly reminiscent of 
the ** Tingel-tangel’’ of Germany. 

As may be expected, when such huge crowds 
are to be dealt with, 


The Railway Facilities 
are enormous. There are two stations in the 
town, at both of which innumerable platforms 
have been built for the purpose of speedily 
detraining and entraining the hordes of pleasure- 
seekers. Бо great is the traffic that a portion of 
the line has been increased from two to four sets 
of rails, and still another railway is in progress 
from Preston. 'l'o meet the traffic rolling-stock 
is scraped up and borrowed from all parts of

the kingdom, and carriages of the North London 
and Underground are not unfrequently seen in 
the sidings. Excursionists are brought from 
all parts of the country—mostly from the Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire districts, but also as far 
south as Northampton and Birmingham. Some 
of these trips often start at three and four in the 
morning, and do not arrive back until the same 
time next day. This is twenty-four hours’ 
amusement with a vengeance. Blackpoolis only 
forty-eight miles from Manchester, and forms a

of even in Barnum’s wildest philosophy. Black- 
pool is a household word througheut the North 
of England, and the knowledge of the attractions 
of the town are systematically extended by 


The Enterprising Corporation, 


who are empowered to spend an annual amount, 
ns aa to twopence in the pound, for the purposes 
of advertising—a privilege, it is said, extended to 
no other Watering-Place in the kingdom. 

Blackpool is a borough, and gives its name to 
the Parliamentary division in which it stands. 
It was incorporated in 1876, and has been blessed 
with a succession of spirited and popular Mayors 
from the first occupant of the mayoral chair, 
Alderman Dr. Cocker, who is a sort of local 
Dick Whittington—having been returned three 
times to the mayoralty—to the present 
Mayor, Alderman John Bickerstaffe, Esq., who 
has been deservedly popular during his term 
of office, and who was portrayed last week 
in. my first paper on Blackpool. Mr. Bicker- 
staffe is a wine-merchant, the President of the 
Blackpool and Fylde Licensed Victuallers’ 
Association, and a member of the Licensed 
Victuallers’ National Defence League. He is a 
thorough Conservative and a Churchman, and 
a supporter of education, the cost of the New 
Victoria Schools, some £1300, having been de- 
frayed by him. He takes a great interest in the 
thoroughly Northern sport of football, being 
President of the Blackpool Football 
Club, and member of the executive 
of the Lancashire Football Associa- 
tion. So good a Mayor is he, in 
fact, that it is not likely the borough 
‘will allow him to slip out of their 
hands, but return him again to the 
mayoral chair when his present 
term of office has expired. The ex- 
Mayor, Mr. James Fish, during his 
mayoralty, introduced into Black- 
pool and England, for the first time, 
a battle of flowers on the lines of 
that held at Nice—a novelty which 
attracted thousands to the town. It 
might interest those who have a taste 
for figures to know that the area 
of the borough is 4243 acres; number 
of buildings, 5500; rateable value, 
over £165,000. 


** А Storm at Blackpool" 


is a frequent heading on the con- 
tents bills of the Manchester papers, 
and such an announcement will send 
thousands to Blackpool to gaze at 
the marvellous sea. Unlike its rival, 
Southport, where the sea has left the 
town high and dry, Blackpool shakes 
hands, as it were, with the water, 
and the water greets the houses in a 
somewhat boisterous fashion.  Roofs 
and chimmeys are often white with 
foam during a storm, and the pro- 
menade is given up to the waves, 
which break with a sound of thunder 
on the roadway. Traffic is stopped, 
and thousands come to gaze at the 
sight, which at night, by the pale 
light of the electric lamps, is truly 
marvellous. This exposure to the 
gale renders the maintenance of the 
promenade a great expense to the 
town, and means a constant struggle 
to keep the waters from swallowing 
up the houses in the same manner 
as it is destroying the cliffs to the 
north. During the recent gales, 
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indeed, the sea gained the upper hand, and 
stripped away the hulking for the distance о! 
half a mile, which cannot be replaced without 
the expenditure of many thousands. This, 
however, could have been to some extent 
remedied, but the authorities quarrelled as to 
who should pay for repairs, and while they 
disputed the sea did pretty nearly as it liked. 

The sea has made great inroads at this point, 
and evidence exists which tends to prove that at 
one time—not so very remote either—the land 
extended a couple of miles farther eut to sea 
than at present. In fact, even now, when the 
tide is low, а rock called the Pennystone is to be 
seen half а mile from the shore, of which it is 
said that it stands on the site of an inn long ago 
swallowed up by the hungry sea. 


The View from the Shore 

is very fine, and embraces Barrow-in-Furness, 
the Cumberland hills, and the Lake district, to 
the north, and the whole coast of North Wales, 
from Flint to Holyhead, to the south, while far 
away over the water rise the five peaks of Man— 
that lovely island, whose inhabitants do not 
trouble themselves about Home Rule, because 
they possess that much -discussed article already. 

Blackpool, in fact, is a true lung of Lan- 
cashire—the miner's delight, the weaver's Mecca. 
A paradise where the air is bracing, the sea 
sparkling, donkeys abundant, winkles succulent, 
whelks toothsome, and oysters prime to those 
happy individuals who spell August with 
an “т”- 


Oh! Blackpool, sure 
Тһе pulse of memory must cease to beat 
Ere 1 forget thee, ere affection fails 
For thee, thou worn and billow-beaten cliff, 
Barrier of ocean Foreland of the Fylde, 
Region of glorious sunsets !— Gisborne.

light in every bed-room, and the most perfect 
appointments that could be desired. Next in 
order are the Cook's hotels, which, I may mention, 
are often quite the best hotels in the town. Here 
you are, of course, certain of the English 
language, and you are also certain of the cost— 
ten shillings per day, for bed-room, attendance, 
table d'hóte, breakfast, and lunch. Considering 
the quality of the hotel, this is some two or three 
shillings cheaper than you can possibly secure 
the same things without Messrs. Cook's tickets. 
Then, remember that, coming into a town as 
а stranger, it is useful to know the name of 
a good hotel, and one can obtain it from Cook's 
list, and that itis pleasant, if you do not know 
the language, to see a man with the words 
* Cook's Interpreter” in his hat. Altogether, 
to many people, Cook's tourist system must 
prove an almost unqualified blessing. But it 
has its unsatisfactory side. The hotel pro- 
prietors, although they owe in many cases 
their whole prosperity to the great London 
agency, have proved anything but properly 
grateful—that is to say, the mention that 
one has Cook’s tickets will generally end in the 
tourist’s banishment to the very highest floor, 
and to his recognition that he is looked upon 
by the hotel-keepers as a kind of pariah. Let 
me name, then, two thoroughly good hotels 
where this kind of thing does not prevail. 
Among good hotels I count the 


Hotel Grand Bretagne, 


at Bellaggio, on Lake Como, and the Hótel de la 
Paix, at Geneva. Оп the other hand, it is hard 
to conceive how certain Munich, Lucerne, and 
Paris hotels come to be on Cook's list. At an 
hotel in this last city, for example, I was charged 
five francs for a room in which to wash my hands. 
But, as I have said, Cook's hotels are inevitable 
to people who do not know the language, and 
to whom every shilling is of importance. 

But there is а better way of travelling than 
going to hotels. 

The Pension System 

has my entire and enthusiastic sympathy. I have 
stayed at pensions in Frauce, Germany, Italy, 
and Switzerland, апа have never yet been in a 
disagreeable one. 'То anyone with limited time 
and limited means I would say, Think of one or 
two places in which you would like to spend 
your holidays, and then find out the price of а 
return ticket. Unlike most holidays, you have

learnt the worst as to expenses. Take train for 
Lucerne, for example, and I can tell you of a 
charming pension on the lake (Pension Stutz), 
facing the Rigi, in perhaps one of the most 
beautiful spots,in the world. There you can 
spend four days with pleasant company and 
good living for 6 francs (5s.) a day. Thence go 
across the lake and on to Grindelwald, where I 
can even more commend a

at 4Ífrancs (3s. 4d.) а day, and it is the same 
everywhere in Switzerland. In Florence, Venice, 
and, indeed, all over Europe you may find these 
pensions. Ав I have condemned Cook's hotel at 
Munich, it is right that I should recommend the 
Pension Washeim (34, Theresienstrasse), in that 
city. At Venice, by all means stay at the 
Pension Suisse, which, however, is nine or ten 
francs a day, but even then is cheaper than the 
Cook's hotel (Hótel Victoria), which is also in an 
inferior situation. But I have exhausted my 
space, or I might go on for many a column 
discoursing on the economies of travel. So, 
adieu ! K
